Bob Pease. Staff scientist at National Semiconductor has won the 
uncoveted Ugly Desk Award, svnonsored by the Sunnyvale Stationery 
Store and radio station KARA. The award remains unchallenged. 

Pease won the award for an unusual filing system he develoved based 
on the theory that the most imvnortant and most recent material rises 
to the surface. 


While National Semiconductor pays him a handsome(if not absurd) sal- 
ary for developing sophisticated and profitable IC circuits, Pease 
is best known for circuits he develoved igdependently of National. 
His achievements include a suver-thin(10 ~ em.) snecialized ROM fo 

r storing sad information, the angst-ROM. He added to his fame hy 
being first to manufacture a semiconductor, the MOSauito, in a Sou 
th American capital. His most significant achievement, however, m 
ay well solve an age-old problem:that at least half the time, a co 
nventional diode is wired into a circuit 


backwards. His solution, the MOGEN diod 
e suffers from yield problems on Saturda 
ys, but yields have been improved by sni 


poping off a bit of one lead. 

And speaking of bits, Pease is particularly proud of his 16kbit wr 
ite-only memory, as it is 2.29 times as effective as the 7k WOM in 
troduced by Signetics some years back. 

While Pease is outstandingly modest about these achievements, his 
close associate and colleague, Bob Dobkin, reminds people that Pea 
se is also the man who invented the field-effect transistor with t 
wo sources— the first transistor with a built-in second source. D 
obkin, himself, it should be noted, is an inventor of no mean stat 
ure. He first achieved fame and glory with his darkness-emitting 
arsenide diode, the DEAD, which provides 100% wafer yield with its 
Sister product, the LED. But his vowerful renutation is gaining f 
urther as a result of his development of the hbattery-decharger IC, 
which features an input impedance of 600 microhms. Packaged ina 
standard TO-43 package with the leads cut. off, the device is volari 
ty independent; either bolt hole may be grounded while the other is 
tied to either power-supply terminal. Pease, in his spare time, h 
as been an advocate of sadism, necrophilia and bestiality, but he's 
losing interest. "That's beating a dead horse," he says.
